Tomorrow night 
the residents of Eastwood have 
asked the elected representatives 
to drop by for a meeting on sew­ 
ers to be held in North school. 


. Clarence T. Weir, 69, of 425 Pine st., Arlington 
Heights, became Mt. Prospect’s first fatal traffic accident 
victim in 5 years Tuesday morning in a 2 car collision at 
the intersection of Cathy lane and Busse ave. There were 
no stop signs at either corner. 
Weir was killed instantly. He was driving south on 
Cathy lane and collided with 
an 
automobile 
driven 
by 
Miriam Cregg, 43, of 15 N. 
Lancaster, Mt. Prospect, who 
was headed west on Busse. 


MRS. CREGG escaped serious 
injury, 
but her 
mother-in-law’, 
Mrs. Alice Cregg, suffered in­ 
juries to her neck and right fore­ 
arm. She was taken to Resurrec­ 
tion hospital for treatm ent. The 
accident occurred a t 7 a.m. 
The last traffic fatality in Mt. 
Prospect occurred December l l, 
1952, when an automobile struck 
a pedestrian. The next one on 
record dates back to March 9, 
1951, an incredibly good record 
for a village w’hich has 2 major 
highways, 83 and 14, and several 
other traffic burdened roads. 
A coroner’s jury returned the 
verdict of accidental death at an 
inquest Wednesday morning at 
Lauterburg-Oehler funeral home 
in Arlington Heights.

MRS. CREGG, whose husband 
is employed by Prudential Insur­ 
ance company, testified th at she 
and her mother-in-alw were re­ 
turning 
from 
St. 
Raymond’s 
church in Mt. Prospect, where 
they had attended the 6:30 a m. 
mass. 
She estimated her speed be­ 
tween 25 and 30 miles per hour. 
“Just as I approached the inter­ 
section a car sped past the front 
end of my car,” Mrs. Cregg re­ 
ported. “I applied my brakes and 
thought I had stopped. I then 
felt as if I were being dragged.” 
The 2 cars went over the curb 


and into the lawn on the south­ 
west corner of the intersection. 
There were no witnesses to the 
accident.

This hole 
is shorter than it appears and is certain to cause a lot of trouble. 
Must shoot straight to keep out of trouble. 
No. 4 — 314 yards, par 4. Narrow fairway with out-of-bounds 
fence on the left, thick grove of trees on the right. It's a blind 
shot from the tee, though a straight tee shot makes this an easy 
hole. Fairway is only 50 yards wide. 
A long 225-yard tee shot 
will go to the green.

appointed. This study would in­ 
clude such areas as population 
c h a n g e s ; industrial develop­ 
ments; 
farming patterns: 
con­ 
servation of soil, water and na­ 
tural 
resources: 
organizations; 
and business services. 
Costs of operating a commis­ 
sion would not be high. Most of 
the members would serve with­ 
out pay. The only paid persons 
would he a director, two assis­ 
tants and clerical help. A total 
budget of $300,000 would appear 
adequate to operate the com­ 
mission for the recommended 3- 
year period. 
The first Country Life com­ 
mission was appointed in 1908 by 
President 
Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
From the 
recommendations 
of 
this 
earlier 
group, 
Lindstrom 
cites these major 
benefits 
to 
country people: legislation that 
established the Extension Serv­ 
ice, the Smith-Hughes vocational 
agriculture training program in 
high schools and research pro­ 
grams in agricultural economics 
and rural sociology. 
The American Country Life as­ 
sociation was organized in 1919 
to study problems of country life 
and aid in rural improvement. 
The Catholic Rural Life 
Con­ 
ference and the National Con­

Students Take 


Conservation 


Field Trip 


On Saturday, July 27, Dr. Ar­ 
vin Hahn and 17 students, who 
are studying conservation of na­ 
tural 
resources,, 
of 
Concordia 
Teachers’ college, River Forest, 
took a field trip. The tour was 
conducted by Ray Newbury and 
Elmer E. Offerman, of the Soil 
Conservation Service, sev e r a I 
farms in the Batavia and Gen­ 
eva areas were used as examples. 
Among the stops was the Mar- 
mion Academy farm where the 
effectiveness of grassed water­ 
ways and contour farming were 
studied. 
The second stop was at a bor­ 
row pit. AIL the topsoil w as re­ 
moved from this area 18 years 
ago exposing the subsoil. Dur­ 
ing this period very little vegeta­ 
tion has been established because 
of the condition of the soil. This 
is a very vivid example of how- 
unproductive our soil could be­ 
come if soil erosion is not con­ 
trolled. 
In contrast to this last stop 
the group had an opportunity to 
visit the Joe Lies farm where soil 
conservation is practiced. On the I 
Lies farm the group saw' contour 
strip cropping, a notch spilling 
dam 
and a grassed waterway j 
which carries the water f r o m ! 
an 800 acre watershed. 
In commenting on the t o u r , 
Dr. Hahn said. “ The Lies farm 
I is 
certainly 
an 
outstand i n g 
example of the proper soil con- j 
servation practice being applied i 
to the land.” He made a further! 
comment 
that teachers 
should 
take advantage of every oppor­ 
tunity to encourage landowners! 
and inform the public of the need 
for proper soil management.

Imagine 40 people you know 
killed in one day, and you will 
have a good picture of the num­ 
ber of farm 
residents in 
the 
United States killed every day 
in accidents. 
This adds up to more than 
15.000 deaths annually, and at 
a cost of about $.1 billion, says 
O. L. Hogsett. extension safety 
specialist at’ the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 
The tragic fact is that most of 
this waste of lives and money 
could be prevented. 
Machinery and livestock—the 
farmer s tools of trade—caused 
most of the deaths in Illinois 
last year. 
Fifteen people died 
in 
livestock 
accidents, 
the 
“friendly” bull 
taking a third 
of this total. 
Tractors, of course, are the 
biggest killers among farm m a­ 


chinery. 
Illinois records 
show 
56 persons killed and more than 
70 permanently injured in trac­ 
tor accidents last year.

two-thirds of those killed either 
were run over or were victims 
of tractors that tipped over.

Non-Allotment Corn Likely 
To Ha ve No Price Support 


A University of Illinois agri-j 
cultural economist believes it is 
unlikely that the Secretary 
of j 
Agriculture will set a support 
price on corn not grow n under f 
allotment this year. 
W. N. Thompson expects that 
only as a last resort will a sup­ 
port price be set on non-com­ 
pliance corn. This would be if 
the Secretary felt that a non-j 
compliance support program was 


needed to prevent a drastic de­ 
cline in the corn price. 
Farm ers who comply with corn 
allotments are assured of at least 
$1.36 support on this 1957 corn. 
However, Thompson points out 
that the 1956 Soil Bank Act per­ 
mits setting a corn support price 
for non-com pliers. But this is up 
to the Secretary of Agriculture 
to decide. 
Thompson gives the following 


reasons for believing that the 
Secretary will not set a support 
on non-compliance corn: 
If a non-compliance support is 
set, then corn grown outside the 
j commercial area and other feed 
■ grains must be supported at 70 
per cent of parity. This would 
be about $1.27 for corn. 
This would mean a rather high 
j rate for corn growers outside the 
commercial area compared with

Bluegrass Poor? Use Zoysia 


Zoysia is a warm-weather grass J 
that is commonly used in the 
southern United States. However. 
a new7 hybrid strain, Meyer Z-52 
Zoysia, has done well in southern 
and central Illinois. It does not 
grow very fast in the northern 
part of the state. 
* 
* 
* 
A MATURE STAND of Mover 
Zoysia looks somewhat like Ken­ 
tucky bluegrass hut it is consider­ 
ably stiffer and does not grow7 


quite so tall. The creeping stems 
of Zoysia form a dense sod in 
summer, so it competes well with 
weeds, particularly crabgrass. It 
resists wear and it stays green 
during drouth periods when Ken­ 
tucky bluegrass burns out. 
A disadvantage of Meyer Zoy­ 
sia is that it takes one or two 
years to become established. It is 
also dormant in winter, so it does 
not make an attractive lawn dur- 


! ing winter and early spring. Blue­ 
grass stays green longer in the 
fail and turns green again in 
early spring. 
Zoysia should not be considered 
a substitute for Kentucky blue­ 
grass, but rather as a supplement 
w7here bluegrass doesn’t do too 
well. Zoysia is a backyard grass, 
being 
especially 
adaptable 
for 
areas that receive heavy wear, 
such as play and service areas. 


No seed is available for Meyer 
! Zoysia because, like other hybrids 
it does not breed true. It must be | 
bought in round plugs or strips of 
sod. When buying these plugs or.

Suburban school districts and big subdivider^ 
have been squabbling over school aid ever since 
194b when the housing boom began straining 
school capacities. 
The

sign of builder 
resistance to 
behoot aid is the refusal of C en tral Land corp. 
to assist Coelian Ville school district 26. 
The 
builder 
is 
seeking 
jierm ission

Cook 
county Ixia rd of com m issioners to erect 230 
home* on HO acres of land on C entral rd., 
east of M ount Prospect. 
School officials contend the project would 
overburden classroom capacity; they want the- 
builder to donate money to the school district, 
which has an assessed valuation of over $4 
million but only $39,000 remaining in unused 
bonding power. This has been ear-marked for 
a sewer project. 
Feehanville w ill need 4 more rooms n ex t' 
year and another 4 the'follow ing year. 
Like 
most suburban school districts, it has strained 
its facilities to the maximum. The problem to 
get more money is further complicated because 
it takes almost 2 years to put new homes on 
the rolls and collect taxes from them.

C om m issioner John M ackler, com m ent­ 
ing last w«*ek on the Feehanville issue, de- 
rla re d : "I will rontintie to vote against re ­ 
zoning 
w here 
this 
helps 
school 
districts. 
T hey're in the lm|M>ssihle situation of trying to 
build sch<*ols w ith no bonding power left." 
Unfortunately, this policy would not hold up 
in court under present laws. 
If the board re­ 
jected a builder’s request for rezoning on the 
basis of school district objections, the commis­ 
sioners would be held up to ridicule. It wouldn't 
take any judge very long to decide that the 
best use of land is for homes. 


Wax Back When 


Thus the solution, in the final analysis, lies 
within the conscience and common sensibility of 
the individual builder. 
“O ur position Is to convince builders that 
it 
is in th eir own best 
intere.st 
to provide 
school facilities," explained Noble -I. P uffer, 
county superintendent of schools. “Thi*. m akes 
his home selling job so m uch easier." 


Theres 
one 
subdivider 
who 
agrees 
with 
Puffer's philosophy. He is Albert E. Riley, whose 
SIO million Hasbrook development on Palatine 
rd. was recently annexed to Arlington Heights. 
Riley did not balk at meeting provisions of 
the Arlington Heights subdivision code requiring 
dedication of public land for parks, paved streets, 
sidewalks, and .similar improvements. 
In addi­ 
tion, he is donating $175 a home to Wilson school 
district and giving the district 4 acres for a 
school site. 
“The day Is p ast,” explains Riley, “when a 
builder (HH go into an arca and put up hom es 
w ithout regard for the effect ti|M>n com m unity 
facilities. 
In his own self interest, the builder 
m ust recognise th a t the fam ilies he brings 
into a 
town require m ore classroom s, m ore 
parks, m ore utilities of a dozen varieties. Then 
the builder m ust m eet his full share to provide 
for all these things. 
“ The devclofier who w on’t 
plan 
for the 
fu tu re in cooperation w ith the com m unity in 
which he builds is going to find going tough," 
added Riley. 
. 
, 
To permit residential development without 
builders accepting a share of community respon­ 
sibility is a disservice to the communtiy and an 
unfair burden to those subdividers who have 
willingly exorcised a spirit of cooperation. 
If common sense persuasion can’t bring deve­ 
lopers such as Central Land corp, around to 
Riley’s way of thinking, 
county and 
village 
authorities will be forced to seek new means to 
block these developments.

which has a left-turn lane, 
overpassing a divided high­

Even though this is suffi­ 
ciently wide for the safe 
travel of a motor vehicle, 
the facility appears so nar-v 
row that many drivers be­ 
come panicky and crash into, 
the guard rail. 


DURIN G A T R IP to one of 
the southwestern states, it was 
noted that a white cross had 
been installed at every point 
where a motor vehicle fatality 
had occurred during that year. 
Driving a distance of only 300 
miles, 68 white crosses were 
observed—most of them imme­ 
diately adjacent to a small cul­ 
vert with a raised curb about 
12 inches high and about 3 feet 
off the edge of the road. 
This 
curb was at the right distance 
from the edge of the road and 
the right height to catch the 
crass m em ber on the automo­ 
bile frame. Even though paint­ 
ed white, it offered a trem en­ 
dous hazard, particularly after 
dark. 
It is realized that new fa­ 
cilities 
c o s t tremendous 
a- 
mounts of 
money. 
The 
new' 
Boston Freeway cost as high as 
$23,000,000 a mile, and I am 
sure figures approximating that 
amount can he found in most 
cities. Even so, however, safe­ 
ty should^ not be compromised 
in the interest of economy, and 
no highway 
should 
be 
con­ 
structed unless every precau­ 
tion possible has been taken to 
assure the 
users that 
it 
is 
safe — not only from today's 
standpoint, but, also, from that 
of the future. All too frequent­ 
ly, highways are designed to 
meet certain budget standards, 
and facilities are constructed 
that do not meet good highway 
standards. 
It would be better 
to postpone that facility alto­ 
gether, rather than to build one 
which 
will 
mean 
someone's 
death. 
WH I I.E 
NEW' facilities are 
im portant, 
particularly 
today 
with all the discussions of Fed­ 
eral aid, we should not over­ 
look the fact that our existing 
street systems will, at one time 
or another, carry every vehi­ 
cle which also uses the new 
facilities. 
Most people have 
the 
mis­ 
taken belief that traffic signals, 
for example, will eliminate ac­ 
cidents. 
In some cases, they 
do; but. at the same time, a 
signal which is not properly en­ 
gineered will more often than 
not be a greater hazard than 
if it did not exist. 
The idea is gradually being 
accepted that modernization of 
existing facilities is just as im­ 
portant, if not more so, than 
the construction of new high­ 
ways because if a city is just 
embarking on a new’ highway 
project, say IO miles long, it 
is unlikely that the facility will 
be fully opened to traffic for at 
least IO years. During that pe­ 
riod. existing facilities m ust do 
the job, and the only way they 
will anywhere near suffice lies 
in the possibility of using, the 
most modern engineering meth­ 
ods and 
equipment 
possible. 
Such things as fully reflector- 
ized stop signs, 
modern 
elec­ 
tronic 
signal 
control 
equip­ 
ment. channelizing of 
compli­ 
cated 
intersections, 
median 
strips on hazardous highways, 
and lots of paint, along with 
good street lighting and good 
regulations, 
can certainly im-, 
prove our present situation tre­ 
mendously. 
In fact, a traffic engineer has 
a tool that will do almost ev­ 
erything, 
except 
tighten 
the 
loose nut behind the steering 
wheel, who, too often, is 
al­ 
ready tig h t!
